HE WILL URGE PASSAGE

Good Roads Legislation Would
Be Passed By Senate But

House Clogs It and Forestalls
Action.

Columbia, 8. C., Feb. 24.—TFwo
acts of legislation of high import-
ance to this state, it is thought, will
be finally disposed of this, probably
the final, week of the general as-
sembly session. They are the bill for
a system of improved highways and
the general appropriations bill,

ing the most attention because of
the federal highway fund of over
£1.000,000 which  will accrue to

Sonth Carolina: if a bill for perma-
nent goad roads {s passed,
So far legislation for permanen

highways has been ohstructed by the
honse of representatives, but an ef-
fort revive it will be made in the
genate this week.
providing for
the members of the state highway
commission, which has passed the
lower body and is on second reading
in the senate, will be amended by the
substitution of a bill providing for a
permanent highway system and the
levying of taxes for the building and
maintenance of good roads It is
probable that a license of 60 cents
a horsepower will be placed on au-
tomobiles, a levy assessed against
the praperty abutting on the Im-
proved highways, and a smaller levy
on all the taxable property of the
state will constitute the provisions
of the new bill. The matter will be
threshed out in conference commit-
tee, the report of which both houses
will have to adopt should there be
any highway legislation this year.

It is underatood that Governor
Cooper intends to address lhe gen-
eril assembly this week, probably
Tuesday night, one of his expected
pleas being the enactment of some
sort of permanent highway legisla-
tion. The governor also, it {8 under-
stood, will urge adequate appro-
priations for the public schools, an
appropriation for the organization
and maintenance of a national guard
and an adequate appropriation for
Confederate veterans.

The house last week rejected the
ptate highway committee bill pro-
viding for a system of permanent
highways, after it had been amended
Bo that the gquestion would be sub-
mitted to automobile owners of the
statc. both sexes and both races, in
& referendum. Another clog to
good roade' legislation was the ac-
tion of the lower body Friday in
eommitting the bill by the committee
on roads, ferries and bridges, which
earried a levy of three mills against
the taxable property of the state. to
the ways and means committee,
which promised to report it back ex-
peditionsly, 1t was the purpose of
the proponents of a highway system
to amend this measure with a com-
promise substitute which might bring
the divergent elements of the house
together.

A strong fizht will be made this
week to pass some highway legisla-
tlon.

The membera voting
against the various bills are not all|
opposed to a highway system, but
they think the matter should be sub-
mitted to a referendum of the peo-
ple.

The senate finance committee has
held a number of hearings on the
general appropriations bill  and
sghould be ready to report it to the|
upper body during the forepart of'
the week.

These increases  will have to he|
threshed ont In the conference com-
mittee. During the past two seseions
the senate has incrensed the apnro-
printlons over the house and the
confererce committees have agreed.
